CHICAGO (AP) — Restraint devices for youngsters 
' age 4 and uiidcr virtually eliminate the risk of death In 
auto accidents, and requiring older children to wear 
seat belts would Itssen the severity of Injuries and 
save millions of dollars bi medical costs, a new study 
indicates. • ' " 

Researchers who studied accident r^rts for 1382 
and 1983 in .Tennessee estimated that only about 30 
percent of yo ungsters trnveilnR ln-Caca-actuaUyLwece._ 
hi restnUnt devices, even though their use for c hi ldren

. The researchers found that of the 81 children who 
died in auto accldeats In Tennessee since that state 
passed the first chlld-rcstrabit law In 1978, only two 
were In strapped hi such devices^ Of the 17'deaths that 
occurred hi 1982 and 1&3, none of thc .victims were.ln 
such restraint devices, the study said.
